The latter ia~
cluded & number of police and fremen
whoe wore sloost blinded with cayeane
pepper.  Fifty arvests were made. The

storming of the building was greatly
protracted owing to the use by the “de-
fenders™ of red peppor. After repeat-
ed efforts by the police and firemen,
they only succeeded in entering the
church by employing shields. The fimt
two who got through the doors were
knocked unconscious, It is said the
elergy did their best by advice to their
congregations to remain calm but with-
out avail, the militant Cutholics being
firmly resolved to resist what they term
the spoilation of many of Paris churches
containing many millions of france
worth of jewelry, models and decors-
tions given by devolees as thank offer-
ings, The authorities are delermined,
however, the law shall take it's course
and the disorders will be suppressed with
the utmost vigor.
